OPERATORS AND RESULTS 


Thanks for the support and help with the 
Operators portion of Field Day. We ran two 
great stations for W7OTV SSB/PSK, and had no 
significant mutual interference, other than a little 
between the PSK and W7TVC Demonstration 
stations. The W7OTV CW station-gave us no 
interference. 


The site logistics, including OTVARC POWER 
AND LIGHT were flawless. “Stub” Stewart as a 
site is ideal and our location improves with 
experience with it. 


The experiment using high quality transceivers 
and bandpass filters was a complete success. 
The log results show how successful good 
antennae, radios, and “keeping operators in their 
chairs” can be. We more than doubled 2007 
results. 


W7OTV logged a total of 362 SSB/PSK contacts, 
add more than 400 on CW and we had a good 
on-air result. On SSB/PSK we averaged more 
than 15 per hour, with a higher rate at times. On 
Saturday, our 11:00 am to 11:00 pm rate was 
10.8, moving to 20.75 per hour from 11:00 pm 
to 3:00 am Sunday. We hit 18.65 from 3:00 am 
to close at 11:00 am Sunday. Our CW ops 
exceeded 17 per hour, which our SSB crew 
would have had to do 35 per hour to top!
